DOTJBLE TEAOEDY 


In Boston flosaltlnf: in . tlie Death of Two 


3Ion. 


Hyde Park, Mass., Sept. 14.—The 


tragedy in the Italian quarter in Bus- 
tun, on Saturday, when Eernado Am- 
brose! i, a hotel proprietor, was shot 
down In cold blood by his Insane clerk 
and confidential employe, Charfes Ba- 
ci.^alupo, had its sequel yesterday. Jn 
the discovery of the dead body of the 
murderer on the banks of the Neponsat 
river, about a, mile below here. 
The 


siLme hand and the same weapon which 
up.used tlie death of the Italian hocel 
ki-epcr. put an end1 to the life of Ea- 
ciLColupo. It Is supposed that Baclga- 
'inpo haxl assistance In reaching this 
town, for he was not seen on any train, 
nnd, when discovered, there was an 
ugly wound cm the knee, which preclud- 
ed any six-mile tramp from the city. 
It is therefore conjectured that som-j 
one took him nut to an Italian colony 
near here, and that, crazed by his rash 
art. the man wandered to the bank «£ 
Lhc river and there shot himself. The 
body v;as discovered, almost accident- 
ally"

tho various governments. Each country 
has its two standing r.rmios—ouo of 
actual soldiers, who arc restrained from 
being producers and made a burden on 
the government and on their own faiu- 
ilica; then tho ciruiy of uKcUiss audcor- 
rnpt officials aro paid high salaries. 
They are equally nonproduecrs. For ex- 
nmplo, iu Vienna I was credibly in- 
formed thnt thero arc CO, 000 regular 
soldiers permanently quartered there 
and nearly nn equal number of officials 
and statn servants. 
Every Inrgo Kuro- 


p'.'Mi city duplicates theeo numbers iu 
prnportiou to its size. No country can 


« withstand such heavy drains on its pro- 


ductive resources. 


Then each country has an enormoun 


debt. In ordor to pay such debts and 
support tho standing armies taxos of 
all sorts nre imposed. 
Durics are high 


and direct t:ises numerous. The wage- 
workers pay direct tuxes until they aro 
discouraged and exasperated. They also 
know j.'orfeGtly well that tho indirect 
taxes keep from them many necessaries 
of life. 


As nil illustration of direct taxation, 


I bought a package containing n half 
doy.cu cuudlen. Tho price wus 20 cents. 
Threo c>>nt« of this was u direct govern- 
ment tax in tho shape of a stamp. 
It 


would be impossible to enumerate tho 
various taxes with which these govern- 
ments harass the people. It is a mad 
struggle to got money enough to pay 
current expenses. It matters not that 
industry is crushed nnd the people slowly 
ptarvwl. These governments seoni uot 
to realize that they are killing tho goose 
which lays tho golden eggs. 


Of coarse tho dense population makes 


it impossible thnt a wngoworker Fhall 
ever own his own home. Tho last avail- 
able inch of ground was long ago ex- 
ploited nnd every natural resource is 
worked and taxed to its fullest extent. 


It is true that machinery does net yet 


play so important u part in industrial 
affairs us it does with us. The change 
is coming, however, In Germany it 
may bo said to bo prnctically accom- 
plished. In Austria and lrr.ince ono can 
witness the actual struggle between 
hand labor and the invnding machine. 
The trust and syndicate do not scorn 
qnito so rampant in European countries 
ns in tho United States. Still the mo- 
nopolies exist and the despotic forms of 
government cosily furnish the ruoans of 
extortion. 


So much for some of tho things which 


invitn confusion nod ruin. What of tho 
people? 


Tomymind n people chronically hun- 


gry form nn extremely dangerous elc- 
Mient. If the aforesaid people hnpppn to 
b'.". skillful, industrious and intelligent, 
the danger increases. 


I do not say that tho European \vape- 


workers consider themselves always 
hungry. They are born with generations 
of privation stamped upon their tem- 
peraments. 
They MO not apt to com- 


plain unless b-Kbitual privations 
nro 


much increased. 
Still, it is a fact 


that Eur.openu wage-workers are doubly 
poor. They are paid less wagos than tho 
American workmen, aud 
food 
costs 


them as much and often rnoro than it 
would in the United Stntes. The talk 
about -cheap living iu Europe is very 
misleading. The working people do live 
choap—by going without many substan- 
tial and nourishing uvticles of food. 
Necessity forces them. There is no al- 
.ternative. Now when a man is confined 
rigidly to n certain class, when he toils 
much and lives poor, when life holds 
only n baro subsistence, he has not much 
to lose. He naturally turns his educa- 
tion and native intelligence to a consid- 
eration of industrial problems. His re- 
volt fit unjust conditions is deieriniaed 
aud biitor. 


I do uot - say - that tbo wagcworkers 


themselves are chiefly instrumental in 


THE PKIVILEGED CLASSES. 


Descrlbutl In the Double Dlfitlllcd Stylo of 


tho Veteran Labor Lender. 


The privileged classes believe iu n 


state of pocioty in which tho poor must 
submit to the rich and the majority ro 
the minority; they believe in prosperity 
for themselves, aud that poverty is tho 
natural state of the rest of mankind; 
they bpliovn in a pcaco that comes of 
fear aud compulsion; they do nor. be- 
lieve in a town meeting government; 
they favor government by commission 
and by injunction; they advocate bien- 
nial or less frequent elections, biennial 
or less frequent -sessions of legislative 
bodies and in lengthening the. terms of 
ofiico and the increase! of. the salaries of 
high officials; they bo3'cott industrial 
enterprises by the forinntinn of trusts 
and syndicates; they force men out of 
employment, duvourthe products of the 
farm by usury, force n lax upon prod- 
ucts, denounce nil iilH'mpts to tax their 
earnings and surpluses ILS unconstitu- 
tional; they control political conven- 
tions, or, failing to control, souk to de- 
stroy their own political organization. 


They have opposed tvory step in leg- 


islation for the poor, such as a reduction 
of tho hours of labor, the increase of tho 
school ago nnd school tetms, and have 
succeeded iu securing court decisions 
that have left tho poor at-their mercy. 
They have debs .,;/iiod the palpit, pur- 
chased the jm^i,, corrupted the judi- 
ciary, lejpEia^v--- ijodieaaucl educational 
iustitutionE, 
cimqcd financial panics, 


paralyzed iudus'ry .\nd appreciated tho 
value of one metal—gold—so that the 
cheap things of which they boast have 
been too dear for thoir cheaper laborers 
to purchase. They have called into ex- 
isteuce the great army of the unem- 
ployed, have repeatedly robbnu the gov- 
ernment of its gold, forbade the admin- 
istration to keep faith with tbe plain 
people. They would limit the govern- 
ment to the simple police power of pro- 
tecting "scabs" and breaking tho heads 
of union men.—Gco'v.ie E. AIcNeill in 
Boston Globe.

SBCCCHB of a Xjbndon Schcrme Financially 


and Practically. 


Lord Rowton'e attempt to solve tba 


problem of 'housing the workingman 
who is not looking for charity with, 
eorae degree of comfort and decency 
seems to be at least financially succe=s- 
ful, u dividend cf 4 per cent B&ving 
been paid this year on the invested cap- 
ital of £75,000, the greater part of 
which was employed in putting up a 
new building that will bring in still 
greater returns. As regards tho success 
of the Eebcine in accomplishing -what 
was intended for tho workingman, tho 
London Times tells the following story: 


"The wOrkiugmau who secures by 


payment of sixpence one cf the 077 cu- 
bicles of Howton House, King's Cross 
road, obtains primarily tin- use by night 
of a sep.'irate cubiole, with a wii:dov,- 
uuvicr liis control, rind an excellent bed, 
which in iiiiide for him, and of which 
tho linen is changed as frequently as i.} 
the ccstom in a gentleman's house. IIu 
has.also the use of large, and comforta- 
ble dining rooms, in which he may coo1.:

The evidence against many ci 
these was deemed by foreign residents 
here to have been conclusive, and the 
failure to hold them adds to the convic- 
tion that the porte has no ir*ten lion of 
complying with the demand of the pow- 
ers that tho culprits shall be brought to 
punishment. 


In view of this failure to punish the 


authors of outrages upon Armenians, 
ihe state of terrorism among the Ar- 
menians continues unabated, and the 
exodus of these people goes on with no 
diminution. The appearance o f t h e r ^ f n - 
goes, many of them in a state of desti- 
tution from the hasty nature of theii 
flight, and nil laboring under extreme 
apprehension of a blow likely to fall al 
any time, evokes the universal compas- 
sion of the foreigners who see them.

"We did not establish and permanent 


relief, as our mission was to furnish 
temporary succor. 
We established no 


schools, no hospitals or any thing that 
will remain as a lasting reminder of our 
visit, unless It bo a grateful remem- 
bra.n'je. We did not help men In idleness; 
we helped them to work. Whenever we 
found peasants afraid to so Into the 
fif-lds, on account of rumored mauraud- 
Ing expeditions, we notified the govern- 
ment, In accordance with arrangements 
which we had made, and suarda "Were 
furnished. 


"We sent out rive relief expeditions, 


which started from Constantinople and 
took different routes. 
We aimed 
to 


cover the central portion of the country, 
which the missionaries were unable to 
reach. The missionaries did excellent 
work in their field, and nothing but 
words of praise can be said about them, 
but they could not cover everything. 
Three of our expeditions were general, 
and two medical. 


"During our stay, we took'charge of 


four epidemics—typhus, typhoid, dysen- 
tery and smallpox—which ravaged the 
country. We coped with the epidemics 
In Sassoun. Marosh and Arabkle, and 
i-stabllBhed temporary hospitals. 
We 


liiiccored the helpless, and cured the 
wounded. WD made no distinction be- 
tween Turk and Armenian, Christian or 
Mussulman. The Red Cross knows no 
treed, race or color. 


"Did you find, upon Investigation, that 


the Armenians were In any way the ag- 
tressors during the massacres?" 


"That 
Is a 
political 
question. 
I 


wouldn't answer. We made no Investi- 
gations. We searched for those who 
needed our help, and gave It. The prln- 
rlijles of the Eed Cross are humanity 
ond neutrality. To that principle we 
ndhere."

gards to the sultan. He, In return, sent 
his chamberlain, to convey his personal 
expression of esteem and regard, his 
best wishes and h!s prayer that sh?

Boulogne police station, and he will be 
arranged today with a view to his ex- 
tradition to England.

In my letters describing European 


industrial conditions I hare dealt with 
facts rather than opinions because I 
think tho reader usually prefers lo draw 
bis own 
conclusions 
when ho has 


sufficient facts for a basis. 


_ Still there are a few general conclu- 
sions ami comparisons which grow out 
of a general survey of the European frit- 
nation. I want to mention thorn because 
thoy differ so widely .from the stock 
European illustrations used periodical- 
ly by campaign orators. 


Europe -is EO far away and so few ot 


us got an opportunity to sco it for our- 
selves that'all sorts of misleading com- 
parisons are made without much fear 
of detection. 


Tho moro I studied European insti- 


tutions the stronger grew my impres- 
sion that a crisis IB approaching which I 
will shako tho governments to their 
fonnclntioiis. 


If I were naked where and how I got 


th'is impression, it would DO difficult for 
mo to answer. I felt it just as one feels 
the; oppression 'of the atmosphere before 
a thunderstorm or cyclone. The people 
feel it, too, though they do noc care to 
discuss their .presentiments with 
a 


stranger. 


Yet it is not nt all difficult to discern 


tho rottenness nnd general insecurity of 
the various governments. Each connny 
has ils tw'o standing armies—one of j 
actual soldiers, who are res trailed from 
being producers uud made a burden on 
tho government nud on their own fnm- 
ilies; then tho army of useless and cor- 
rupt officials nre paid high salaries. 
They are equally nonproducers. For ex- 
ninple, in Vienna I was credibly in- , 
formed that there arc 50,000 regular ! 
soldiers permanently quartered there ! 


political agitation along 
induotrial 


lines. The term, too, has a different; 
significance in every country. 


Leaving out of tho question the few 


intellectual and philosophical lenders, 
who peer into tho future and construct 
theoretically ideal governments, 
tho 


mass of wageworkers look forward to 
certain practical reforms and trouble 
themselves very little about any coming 
order. The abolition of standing armies, 
free and equal suffrage, rho right to or- 
ganize, and practical labor legislation 
are some of tho things most earnestly 
desired. 


To be enre, our European brethren 


realize that we have most of these things 
and that the problem is a long way from 
solution with us.

poor. They are paid less wages than the 
American workmen, and 
food 
costs 


them as much and often more than it 
would in the United States. The talk 
about cheap living in Europe is very 
misleading. The working people do live 
cheap—by going without many substan- 
tial and nourislnug articles of food. 
Necessity'forces them. Thero is no al- 
ternative. Now when a man is confined 
rigidly to a certain class, when ho toils 
much and lives poor, when life holds 
only a bare subsistence, he Has not much 
to lose. He naturally turns his educa- 
tion and native intelligence to a consid- 
eration of industrial problems. His re- 
volt at unjust conditions is determined 
and bitter. 


I do not say that the wageworkers 


:hemselves are chiefly instrumental in 
'oreiug tho crisis. 'A change is coming 
because the old order of things' has 
served its purpose and is now decaying. 
] 


.n Italy decay and degeneration stamp 
a melancholy impression the people and 
their country. Franco seems to possess 
considerable activity and vitality.

The privileged classes believe in n 


state of society in which tho poor must 
submit to the rich and the- majority to 
the minority; they believe ill prosperity 
for themselves, and that poverty is the 
natural state of the rest of mankind; 
they believe in a peace that comes of 
fear and compulsion; they do not be- 
lieve in a town meeting government; 
they favor government by commission 
and by injunction; thoy advocate bien- 
uinl or less frequent elections, biennial 
or less frequent sessions of legislative 
bodies and in lengthening the tonus of 
office and the increase of the salaries of 
high officials; they boycott, indn.strial 
enterprises by the formation of trusts 
and syndicates; they force men out of 
employment, devour the products of tho 
farm by usury, force a tax upon prod- 
ucts, denounce all attempts to (as their 
earnings nud surpluses as unconstitu- 
tional; they control political conven- 
tions, or, failing to control, seek tr> de- 
stroy their own political organization. 


Thoy have opposed every step in leg- 


islation for the poor, such as a reduction 
of the hours of labor, the increase of tho 
school ago and school teims, and have 
succeeded in securing court decisions 
that havo left [he poor at their mercy. 
They have -lobs .vied the pulpit, pur- 
chased the ptii. corrupted the judi- 
ciary, liigJEiaCtv-^ ijodiesand educational 
institutions:, caased financial panics, 
paralyzed indust— and appreciated the 
value of one metal—gold—so that the 
chc.ap things of which they boast Lave 
been too dear for their cheaper laborers 
to pnrchase. They have called into ex- 
istence the great army of the unem- 
ployed, havo repeatedly robbod the gov- 
ernment of its gold, forbade the admin- 
istration to keep faith with the plain 
people. They would limit the govern- 
ment to the simple police power of pro- 
tecting "scabs" and breaking the heads 
of union men.—Geo'-ne E. JIcNeill in 
Boston Globe. 


and Practically. 


Lord Rowton's attempt to solve the 


problem of housing the workingman 
who' is not looking for charity with 
some degree of comfort and decency 
seems to be at least financially success- 
ful, 
Q dividend of 4 per cent having 


been paid this year on tho invested cap- 
ital of £75,000, the greater part of 
which was employed in putting up a 
new building that will bring in still 
greater returns. As regards tho success 
of the scheme in accomplishing what 
was intended for the ivorkiugman, the 
London Times tolls the following story: 


"Tho workingman who secures by 


payment of sixpence one of the. 677 cu- 
bicles of Rowtoii House, King's Cross 
road, obtains primarily the use by night 
of a. separate c'nbicle, with a window 
under his control, and an excellent bed, 
which is made for him, and of which 
the linen is changed as frequently as is 
tho custom in :\ gentleman's house. He 
has also tho usa of large and 'comforta- 
ble dining rooms, in which he may cook 
his own food, buying it in the building 
or outside at pleasure. Excellent cooked 
food may also be bought in the building 
at a cheap rato. Then there is a smok- 
ing room, with comfortable chairs and 
teak seats fixed at an excellently com- 
modious angle, and with a floor-space 
of 1,600 feet .Of almost equal size is 
the reading room, which, with itspici- 
tures and its trophies of stags' heads 
from the highlands, is pleasant indeed. 
The arrangements for washing are of 
the best, and admirable footbaths.fitted 
with hot and cold water, are supplied 
gratuitously. A hot bath in a private 
bathroom, with soap and towel sup- 
plied, costs a penny. The sauitarv ar- 
rangements are perfect and far superior 
in effect than those in use at the cochty 
council lodging house off Drury lane. 
There are dressing rooms for change of 
garments during the day, a barber's 
room, a tailor's room, lockers for the 
use of residents, storerooms for their 
heavy baggage and a washing room for 
men to wash their clothes in, withadir- 
ing room attached. Tho house kitchen 
itself, like the rest of tlie building, is a 
picture of cleanliness and neatness. 


"Of rules there are hardly any. 
The- 


residents are warned, as visitors to ho- 
tels are warned, not to smoke in the ! 
"bedrooms, but some of them do smako i 
notwithstanding.. They must rise by 0 
in the morning, and they may not have 
access to their bedrooms by day. These 
virtually aro all the rules, and they ore 
all that have turned out. to be necessary. 
The object is to treat tho residents in 
such a manner that they may feel them- 
selves to bo independent as members of 
a club, and the result ist^at such a 
state of pnblio opinion has arisen that 
misbehavior is almost unknown. Tho 
men are encouraged to treat the house 
cs their club—which, in fact, it is—and 
to feel that they are paying honestly for 
the comforts which thoy receive in full 
measure. Thus the directors felt that it 
would be a blunder to permit the cler- 
gymen of the district to enter and ply 
their profession among the men, for' i t 
is the desire of the directors that tho 
men should be as free in their club- 
house as the members of the Carlton in 
theirs. And the result is a triumphant 
success,"

Whenever WL 
found . peasants afraid to go lnj;o the 
fields, on account of rumored maura.ud- 
Injj expeditions, we notified the govern- 
ment, In accordance with arrangements 
which we had made, and guards were 
furnished. 
'"We sent out five relief expeditions, 


which started from Constantinople am 
took different routes. 
We almecl 
to 


cover the central portion of the country 
v.'lilch the missionaries were unable to 
reach. The missionaries did eicelloni 
work in ftheir field, and nothing but 
words ol "praise can be said about them 
but, they could not cover everything. 
Three of. our expeditions were generu.1 
and two medical. 


"During our stay, we took charge of 


four epidemics—typhus, typhoid, dysen- 
tery and smallpox—which ravaged the 
country.. We coped with the epidemics 
In Sassoun, Marash and Arabkle, and 
established temporary hospitals. 
We 


succored the helpless, • and cured 
the 


wounded. We made no distinction be 
tween Turk and Armenian, Christian or 
Mussulman. The Red Cross knows no 
creed, race ot color. 


"Did you find, upon Investigation, that 


the Armenians were In any way the ag-

gations. We searched for those who 
nciided our help, and gave It. The prin- 
ciples of the Red Cross are humanity 
and neutrality.

A division of marines from the warships 


the harbor fell Into line behlr.d the 


viceroy, follo.wed by a long deputation 
ot Chinamen In their picturesque robes. 
The viceroy seemed delighted with the 
demonstration In his honor, and espec- 
ally with the homage of his countrymen, 
vho fell on one knee and raised clasped 
hands to him as he passed smilingly. 


The gangplank of 
the Empress ot 


ulna was carpeted with scarlet, and 


the ropes were wrapped In yellow and 
draped with flags. As he was carried 
up the plank. In his scarlet chair, ths 
Chinese dragon flag was run to the 
mainmast, and a sulute of nine guna

indnRtrial conditions I }iavo dealt with 
facts rather than opinions bccnuse J 
thinJc the reader usually prcfors to draw 
hi;; own 
conclusiong \yheu' ho has 


sufficient facts for a basis.' 


Still there are a few gcueral conclu- 


sions and comparisons which grow out 
of. a yenorul survey of the European sit- 
uation. I wont to mention them because 
thoy differ so widely from the stock 
European illustrations used periodical- 
ly by campaign orators. 


Europe is so far away nnd EO few of 


us get an opportunity (o see it for our- 
.so)vcs thut all sorts of misleading coni- 
pariHoiia nro mads -without much fear 
of detection. 


Tho inoro I studied European, insti- 


tutions tho stronger grew my impres- 
sion that a crisis is approaching w.hich 
will Khaia tho governments to their 
foundations. 


If I were asked where nnd how I got 


this impression, it-would be difficult for 
mo to answer. I felt it jnst as one feels 
tho oppression of tho atmosphere before 
n thunderstorm or cyclone. The people 
feel it, too, though they do not care to 
discuaa their presentiments -\vith 
a 


stranger. 


Yet it ii not ut all difficult to discern 


the rottenness and general insecurity of 
tho various governments. Each oonntry 
hug its two standing armies—one o'f 
nctual soldiers, -who are restrained from 
being producers and made a burden on 
the government and on their own fam- 
ilies; then the army of useless niid cor- 
rupt officials are paid high salaries. 
They ara equally nonproduoers. For ex- 
nmple, in Vienna I was credibly in- 
formed that there are 50,000 regular 
soldiers permanently quartered there 
and nearly an equal number of officials 
and state servants. 
Every large Euro- 


pean city duplicates these numbers in 
proportion to its size. No country can 
withstand such heavy drains on itspro- 
dnctivo resources. 


Then each oonntry has an enormous 


debt. In order to pay snoh debts and 
support the standing armies taxes of 
nil sorts- are imposed. Duties ore high 
and direct taxes numerous. The wage- 
workers pay direct taxes until they aro 
discouraged and exasperated. They also 
know perfectly well that the indirect 
taxes keep from them many necessaries 
of life. 


As an illustration of direct taxation, 


I bought a package containing a half 
dozen cnndles. Tho price was 30 cents. 
Three cents of this, was a direct govern- 
ment tax in the shape of a stamp. 
It 


would be impossible to enumerate the 
various taxes with which these govern- 
ments harass the people. It is a mad 
struggle to get money enough to pay 
current expenses. It matters not that 
industry is crushed and the people slowly 
starved. These governments aeeru not 
to realize that they are killing the goose 
which lays, the golden eggs. 


Of course the dense population makes 


it impossible that a wageworker shall 
ever osvu his own home. Tho last avail- 
able inch of ground was long ago ex- 
ploited and every natural resource is 
worked and taxed to its fullest extent. 


It is true that machinery does not yet 


play so important a part in industrial 
affairs as it does with us. The change 
is coming, however, In Gormauy It 
may be said to bo practically accom- 
plished. In Austria and Prance one can 
witness the actual struggle between 
hand labor and the invading machine. 
The trust and syndicate do not seem 
quite so rampant in European countries 
as in the United States. Still the mo- 
nopolies exist nnd.the despotic forms.of 
government easily furnish the means of 
extortion. 


So much for somo of the things which 


invite confusion and ruin. What of the 
people? 


To my mind a people chronically hun- 


gry form an extremely dangerous ele- 
ment. If tho aforesaid people -happen to 
be skillful, industrious and intelligent, 
tho danger increases. 


I do not say that the European wage- 


.workers consider themselves always 
hungry.. They are born with generations 
of privation stamped upon their tem- 
peraments. They are not apt to com- 
plain unless habitual privations are 
much increased. .Still, it is a fact 
that European wagqworkers aro doubly 
poor. They are paid less wages than tha 
American workmen, and 
food 
costs 


them as much and often more than it 
would in the United States. Tho talk 
about cheap living in Europe is very 
misleading. The working people do live 
cheap—by going without-runny substan- 
tial and nourishing articles of food. 
Necessity forces them. There is no al- 
ternative. Now when a man is confined 
rigidly to a certain class, when ho toils 
much and lives poor, when life holds 
only a bars subsistence, ho has not much 
to lose. He naturally turns his educa- 
tion and native intelligence to a consid- 
eration of. industrial problems. His re- 
volt at unjust conditions is .determined 
and bitter. 


I do not. say..that, the wagewprkers 


themselves are chiefly instrumental in 
forcing the crisis. A change is coming 
because tho old order of things -has 
served its purpose and is now decaying. 
In Italy decay and degeneration stamp 
a melancholy impress on the people and 
their country, Franco seems to" possess 
considerable activity nnd vitality. 
The 


people, however, are in a state olimta- 
tion nnd restlessness, which can never 
be satisfied without radical changes in 
government. The discontent of the Ger- 
mans and their aspirations for freedom 
are well known. The'Austridns are for- 
feiting their very lives in the effort to 
ihnke off Hespotism. 


Will the change bring about the so- 


cialistic era? 


1 think not. 
The wageworkers are 


only ouo'.of the elements hastening tho 
downfall of the present era: They will 
form only .one" of the many elements 
concerned in a reconstruction. 
' 


Then while ap called socialism is very 


popular among ,-wngeworkeis and their 
sympathizers,.fn reality .it. is the gen- 
eral term appiiejl to aUl independent 
¥Ki< 


political 
agitation along 
induotrial 


lines. The term, too, has a dhrercnc 
significance in every country. 


Leaving out of the question the few 


Intellectual and philosophical leaders 
who peer into tho future and construct j 
theoretically ideal governments, 
tho ' 


mass of wngeworkors look forward to 
certain practical reforms and trouble i 
themselves very little about'anv coming 
order. The abolition of standing armies, 
free nnd equal suffrage, the right to or- 
ganize, and practical labor legislation 
are some of the things most eornestJv 
desired. - 
| 
To be sure, bnr European brethren 


.' realize that we have most of these things 
! and that the problem is a long way from 
solution with us. 


Still tho homogeneity of race, the na- 


l tioaal spirit in each country and a runl- 
, titndu of other things would tend to 


I make tlio situation different from our 


I big republic with its mixture of mces. 


Then, too, the wageworkers of Eu- 


rope arc pinning their faith to the trades I 
union. They realize that through it they | 
can raise tho standard of living and • 


i shorten tlie hours of labor. They also | 
feel that the trades union is a protection 
and an educating force. The European ' 
workmen are intelligent and practicaL 
They aro organizing, disciplining and 
educating their members, so that if 
there is an overturning labor will get 
all possible recognition in tho recon- 
struction of affairs. 


Right along with the political agita- 


tion is the growing trades union move- 
ment. Our European friends are coming 
to a thorough realization of the benefits , 
to be gained from purely economic ef- 
fort. 


Our friends on the other side know 


but little- of the movement in tho Unitec 
States. They were much interested in 
what I was able to tell them. I think 
the United States should be represented 
at all international labor congresses. 
The benefit would be mutual. While 
there ore differences informs of govern- 
ment and likewise differences in tho de- 
grees of poverty and oppression, yet the 
labor movement is everywhere a protest 
of the weak against the strong.

THE PBIVILEQED CLASSES. 


Described In the Doable Distilled Stylo of 


the Veteran Labor Leader. 


'The privileged classes believe in a 


state of socieiy in which tho poor must, 
submit to the rich and the majority to 
the minority; they believe in prosperity 
for themselves, and that poverty is the 
natural state of the rest of mankind; 
they believe in a pence that comes of 
fear and ocmpn Ision; they do not be- 
lieve in a town meeting government; 
they favor government by commission 
and by injunction; they advocate bien- 
nial or less frequent elections, biennial 
or less frequent sessions of legislative 
bodies and in lengthening tho termfi of 
office and the increase of the salaries of 
high officials; they boycott industrial 
enterprises by the formation of trusts 
and syndicates; they force men out of 
employment, devour the products of the 
f:\rm by usury, force a I ax upon prod- 
ucts, denounce all attempts to tax tbeir 
earnings and surpluses as unconstitu- 
tional; they control-political conven- 
tions, or, failing to control, seek to de- 
stroy their own political organization. 


They have opposed every step in leg- 


islation for the poor, such as a reduction 
of the hours of labor, the Increase of the 
school age and "-school terms, and have 


! succeeded in seonriug court decisions 
' that have left the poor at their mercv. 
They have •l&be.i.hed the pulpit, pur- 
chased the piiA, corrupted the judi- 
ciary, legisiK'v.-."bodies and educational 
institutions:, caused financial panics, 
paralyzed industry and appreciated the 
value of one metal—gold—so that the 
cheap things of which they boast have 
been too dear for their cheaper laborers 
to purchase. They have called into ex- 
| isteuce the great army of the nnem- 
1 ployed, have repeatedly robbed the gov- 
ernment of its gold, forbade the admin- 
istration to keep faith with the plain 
people. They w.ould limit the govern- 
ment to the simple police power of pro- 
tecting "iscabs" and breaking the heads 
of union men.-rGeo>'ae E. JIcNeill in 
Boston Globe. 


Success of a London Scheme Financially 


and Practically. 


Lord Eowton's attempt to solve the 


problem of housing the workingman. 
who is .not looking for charity with 
some degree of comfort aud d'eceuoy' 
seems to be at least financially success- 
ful, a dividend of 4 per cent having 
been paid this year on the invested cap- 
ital of £75,000, the greater part of 
which was employed in putting up a 
new building that will bring in still 
greater returns, As regards tho success 
of the scheme hi accomplishing what 
was intended for the workiugmaii, the 
London Times tells tha following story: 


"The..workiugman who secures by 


payment of sixpence one of the 677 cu- 
bicles of Rowton House, King's Cross 
road, obtains primarily the use by night 
of a separate cubicle, with a window 
under his control, and an excellent bed, 
which is made for him, and of which 
the linen is "changed as frequently as is 
tho custom iu a gentleman's house. He 
has also the use of large and comforta- 
ble dining rooms, in which he mi-.y cook 
his own food, buying it in the building 
or outside r»t pleasure. Excellent cooked 
food may also be bought in tho building 
.at a cheap rate. Th.ai there is a smok- 
ing room, with comfortable chairs and 
teak seats fined at mi excellently com- 
modious angle, and with a floor space 
of 1,000 feet .Of almost equal sizo is 
tho reading room, which, with its pic- 
tures and its trophies of stags' beads 
from the highlands, is pleasant indeed. 
The arrangements for washing are of 
the best, uud admirable footbaths,fitted 
with hot and cold water, ore supplied 
gratuitously. A hot bach in a private 
bathroom, with soap and towel sup- 
plied, costs a penny. The sanitary ar- 
rangements are perfect aid far superior 
in effect than those in use at the county 
council- lodging house off Drury lone. 
There are dressing rooms for change of 
garments during the day, a barber'a 
room, a tailor's room, lookers for the 
use of residents, storerooms for their 
heavy baggage and_ a washing room for 
men to wash their, clothes in, withadiy- 
ing room attached. The house kitchen 
itself, liie the rest of the building,' is a 
picture of cleanliness and neatness. 


"Of rules there are hardly any. The 


residents are warned, as visitors to ho- 
tels are warned, not to smoke in the 
bedrooms, but some of them do smoke 
notwi;hstanding. They must rise by 9 
in the morning, and" they may not have 
access to their bedrooms by day. These 
virtually ara all the rules, and thoy ace 
all that have turned out to be necessary. 
The object is to treat tho residents in 
such a manner that they may feel them- 
selves to be independent as members of 
a club, and- the result is "^at such a 
state of public opinion has arisen, that 
misbehavior is almost unknown. The 
men ore encouraged to treat the house 
as their club—which, in fact, it is—and 
to feel that they are paying honestly for 
tho comforts which they receive in full 
measure. Thus" tie directors felt that it 
would be a blunder to permit the cler- 
gymen of the district to enter and ply 
their profession among the men, for it 
is the desire of the directors that the 
men should be-as free- in their olnb- 
houso as the members of the Carlton iu 
theirs. .And the result is a triumphant 
success,"

New York, Sept- 14.—Among the pas- 


senirers arriving Saturday on the steam- 
er Umbria. from Liverpool and Que«ns- 
low'n, was Hiss Clara. Barton, the rep- 
icsentative of the Red. Cross society, 
who has returned from the scene o£ the 
Armenian troubles. 
In an interview, 


she said: 


"We did not establish and permanent 


relief, as our mission was to furnish 
temporary succor. 
We established no 


schools, no hospitals or ajiy thing that- 
will remain as a lasting reminder of. our 
.visit, unless It be a grateful remem- 
brance. We did notheJpmen In idleness; 
we helped them to work. Whenever we 
round peasants afraid to go Into the 
fir-Ids, on account of rumored mauraud- 
!ng expeditions, we notified the govern- 
ment, In accordance with arrangements 
which we had made, and guards were 
furnished. 


"We sent out five relief expeditions, 


whinh started from Constantinople and 
took different routes. 
We aimed 
to 


cov.-r the central portion of the country, 
which the missionaries were unable to 
reach. The missionaries did excellent 
work In their field, and nothing- but 
words of praise can be saifl about them, 
but they coulfl not cover everything. 
Throe of our expeditions were general, 
and two medical. 


"During our stay, we took charge of 


four epidemics—typhus, typhoid, dysen- 
tery and smallpox—which ravaged the 
country. We coped with the epidemics 
In Sassoun, Marosh and Arabkie, and 
established temporary hospitals. 
We 


succored the helpless, and cured 
the 


wounded. We made no distinction be- 
tween Turk and Armenian, Christian or 
Mussulman. The Red Cross knows no 
creed, race or color. 


"Did you find, upon Investigation, that 


the Armenians were In any way the ag- 
gressors during the massacres?" 


"That 
is a political question. 
I 


wouldn't answer. We made no investi- 
gations. We searched for those who 
needed our help, and gave It. The prin- 
ciples oE the Red Cross are humanity 
and neutrality. To that principle we 
adhere." 


Before Miss Barton left Constantino- 


ple, on Aug. 9, she sent her personal re- 
gards to the sultan. He, In return, sent 
his chamberlain, to convey his personal 
expression of esteem and regard, his 
best wishes and his prayer that she 
would have a safe, pleasant and speedy 
return home.

A division of marines from the warships 
In the harbor fell Into line behind the 
viceroy, followed by a long deputation j 
of Chinamen In their picturesque robes, j 
The viceroy seemed delighted 'with the ] 
demonstration in his honor, and .espec- 
ially with the homage of his countrymen, 
who fell on one knee and raised clasped 
hands to him as he passed smilingly.
